W ashington, May 18— The 1935 relief act was held 
unconstitutional today by the District 
of 
Columbia 
court of appeals. 


In a sweeping opinion three of the five judges said 
the $4,880,000,000 loan was void because of improper 
administration of powers to the president, invasion of 
states rights, and a lack of definite authorization. 


The court said the loan was adopted to raise and 
control m atters of which the constitution has given 
congress no power. 


In the test case which refused some plans for a 
modern community at Franklin, in Somerset county, 
New Jersey, the appelate court held there was no con­ 
stitutional power “conferred upon the federal govern­ 
ment to regulate housing or to resettle population”. 


R. G. Tugwell, in charge of the resettlement ad­ 
ministration, deferred comment pending study of the 
opinion. 


W ashington, May 18.— The New Deal lost today 
in the supreme court in its contention that the Guffey 
soft coal act was constitutional in a trenchant deci­ 
sion. 


The court said the question was unavoidable “that 
the price fixing provisions of the code are so related to 
and dependent upon the labor provision as to make it 
clear that the former, being held bad, the latter would 
not have been passed. 
The fall of the former there­ 
fore carries down with it the latter. 
I he price fixing 
provisions of the code are thus disposed, but neither 
this disposition of the m atter nor anything we have 
said is to be taken as indicating that the court is of the 
opinion that these provisions if properly enacted could 
be sustained.”

And later, 
when he discovered the lad was as 
brave a soldier as he was talented 
a mulslclnn, Saul made him the 
royal armor-boaror. 
But young David's prowess In bat­ 
tle soon made him the national hero, 
and this aroused Saul’s jealousy. So 
David, knowing his life was in dan­ 
ger, fled from the king’s presence. 
From Glbeah, the capital, the young 
warrior tbsl to Ilamah. where the 
aged prophet Samuel dwelt. Thence 
he doubled back to Glbeah. biding 
there until ho received warning from 
Jonathan, the king’s son, that he 
must leave. 
David then escaped by way of Nob 
to the Philistine stronghold of Gath, 
thinking that there he would he 
safe. 
For fear his aged parents, who 
dwelt In Bethlehem, might be perse­ 
cuted by Saul, he conveyed them 
< ut of the country and placed them 
In the care of the King of Moab at 
Mlzpah. Then be and bis band r e ­ 
turned to the hills of Judah and 
'odged about from place to place In 
rder to elude the king’s soldiers, 
hey lurked for a while in the for- 
st of Hareth, then at Kellah, Zlph, 
Maon, Engedi, and again at Mnon. 
But Saul's army continued to pur­ 
sue them relentlessly, and Anally 
David had to ilee the kingdom and 
take refuge in Gath once more. 
This time, however, the Philis­ 
tines welcomed him, for they real­ 
ized now he was truly n fugitive 
from Saul. For a while they thought 
of using him and his followers In a 
campaign against Israel; but at the 
last moment they reconsidered and 
decided * to use him on another 
frontier. They sent him nnd his 
hand down to Ziklag, on the border 
of the desert, to hold It against the 
bedouins who were continually raid­ 
ing and pillaging that region. And 
there David remained, a sort of free- 
booting mercenary, until at last 
Saul’s reign came to an end. 
Although the Philistines had been 
routed by Paid at the beginning of 
his reign, they had remained a pow­ 
erful and menacing enemy. For some 
time, however, they contented them­ 
selves with minor forays, and with 
giving aid to the outlaw, David. 
Only when they learnt that Saul’s 
mad ways had alienated his chief 
supporters nnd that the morale of 
his army was weak, did they at­ 
tempt to launch a heavy counter­ 
attack. 
Uniting 
all 
their 
forces 
they 
marched tip the const highway and 
encamped 
at 
Slmnem, 
north 
of 
Mount Gilboa. This method of ap­ 
proach enabled the Philistines to ad­ 
vance with their chariots over broad 
plains, where opposition was not so 
easy as In the hills. Saul rallied his 
forces and took up his position on 
the slopes of Mount Gilboa, across 
the valley from Shun cm. 
This gave him a decided advan­ 
tage, for from his height he com­ 
manded the whole countryside. But 
he was in despair nevertheless, for 
many of the Hebrew captains, to­ 
gether with their regiments, had de­ 
serted him. 
When 
the Philistine host ad­ 
vanced up the slopes of Mount Gil­ 
boa, the Hebrew ranks crumpled 
helplessly. 
The Philistine archers 
drove them eastward over the crest 
of the hill and then down the steep 
slope almost to the Jordan. Within 
a few hours the contest was at an 
end. Jonathan and the other sons of 
Haul' died lighting like lions, and 
fiaul*himself, badly wounded, fell 
■upon his sword to escape capture. 
IFhe army was routed iguominiously. 


David Becomes a King 
T 
HE moment David heard of the 
tragedy on Mount Gilboa, he 
took his men and marched quickly 
up to Hebron, the chief city of 
Judah, to have himself made the 
new king. 
It was not difficult for him to 
achieve this. The southern tribes 
had all along been restive under the 
rule of Saul, who had belonged to 
the north, nnd they had no desire 
now to accept his son as their king. 
They much preferred David, who 
was one of their own. 
So now there were two kingdoms 
In the tiny strip of hill country 
belonging to the Hebrews. The north­ 
ern tribes took a son of Saul named 
Ishhoal 
(or Ishbosheth) as their 
monarch, nnd declared war on the 


9 :th. 
The Philistines must have been 
highly satisfied with this state of 
affairs, for they knew that so long 
as the Hebrews were divided they 
were helpless prey. But David, too, 
knew this, nnd he therefore at once 
set himself the task of winning over 
the north. It was no easy task, for 
in his overtures he had to be most 
careful not to arouse either the 
Jealousy of the southerners or the 
nntagonlsm of the Philistines. 
But David was a man of quite 
extraordinary cleverness, and was 
not unequal to so difficult a situa­ 
tion. It took almost eight years be­ 
fore he attained his end—-but attain 
It he did. The hapless young king of 
the north, Ishbaal, was assassinated 
by his own captains, and David be­ 
came monarch of the whole land. A 
second time he wns anointed In 
Hebron, but this time by the tribes 
of the north as well as the south. 
Of course, the moment David was 
recrowned, he had to reckon anew 
with the Philistines. They had had 
no fear of the young man so long as 
lie was an outlawed freebooter. 
Finally he himself took the offen­ 
sive nnd, marching over to the plain 
of Rephalm In the central highlands 
where 
the 
Philistines 
were 
en­ 
camped, he Joined battle with them 
and forced them to recoil. A second 
time his little army struck them a 
smashing blow, routing them com­ 
pletely. And then in terrible con­ 
fusion the Philistines fled hack to 
their own lands. 
With the Philistine menace ended, 
David now addressed himself to 
making his own throne Completely 
safe. He realized his first need was 
a capital, but he knew that no 
stronghold already In his possession 
could well fill the need. He saw that 
If he favored one city he would 
arouse the Jealousy of all the rest; 
If he established his throne within 
the territory of one tribe he would 
immediately Incur the displeasure of 
all the others. There was still any­ 
thing but a feeling of complete un­ 
ion among the Hebrew clans, and 
tiie antagonism—especially between 
the north and south—seemed ready 
to break out Into open dissension 
on the least provocation. 
In the very midst of the kingdom 
there stood a certain stronghold 
which the Hebrews had never been 
able to take from the natives. Jehus 
it wns called, nnd It stood on a high 
spur of limestone surrounded on 
three sides by sharp gullies. David 
realized he could not possibly cap­ 
ture the fortress by open attack, 
for It commnnded every ordinary 
approach. So he set out to discover 
some extraordinary approach, and 
found It In a water tunnel which 
led from a spring down in the gully 
right up into the very midst of the 
city. 
And through this tunnel he 
led an attack which so surprised 
the Jebusltes that they were ren­ 
dered helpless. 
The stronghold was taken and 
made the capital of Israel. Jerusa­ 
lem it came to be called, and as 
Jerusalem it still stands there—the 
most significant city in the history 
of pur world.

Poison for Controlling Field Mice 


Several fanmers have called on 
County Agent F. B. 
Veatch, 
Jr., 
formula for poisoning mice. 
Mice 
are doing severe damage in melon 
fields this spring. 
The following 
formula is very 
effective, 
but 
must be placed in partly closed 
tin cans 
to 
prevent 
poisoning 
birds. 
Mix one 
tablespoon 
of 
gloss 
starch in one-half teacup of cold 
water and stir into three-fourths 


pint of boiling water to make 
a 
thin paste. 
Mix one 
ounce 
of 
powdered 
strychnine 
with 
one 
ounce of baking soda and stir into 
the starch to a 
smooth, 
creamy 
mass free from lumps. Stir 
one- 
fourth pint of heavy corn syrup 
and one tablespoonful of glycer­ 
ine. 
Apply to 12 quarts of wheat 
or to 20 quarts of seed 
crushed 
whole oats and mix thoroughly to 
coat each kernel. 
The most practical way to use 
the bait is to place it in tin cans 
which have been fixed 
so 
that 
they have an 
opening 
of 
only 
about one inch. 
This eliminates 
any possibility of birds or chick­ 
ens etc. eating the poison grain. 
The cans containing the 
poison 
bait may be placed in runways or 
in most thickly places in the field.

full owner.

AVID, Who WHS n gifted mln- 
| strel, hod first been brought 
to Soul to try to cheer the 
king out of one of his mel­ 
ancholy spells. The youth succeeded, 
and so well that Saul naked him to 
remain on In the camp. And later, 
when he discovered the lad was as 
brave a soldier as he was tnlented 
a mulslclan, Saul made him the 
royal armor hearer. 
Rut young David's prowess In bat­ 
tle soon made him the nntional hero, 
and this aroused Saul’s Jealousy. So 
David, knowing liis life was In dan­ 
ger, fled from the king's presence. 
From Glbeah, the capital, the young 
warrior th*d to Hamah, where th** 
aged prophet Samuel dwelt. Thence 
he doubled back to Glbeah, hiding 
there until he received warning from 
Jonathan, the king’s son, that In* 
must leave. 
David then escaped by way of Nob 
to the i'll llatine stronghold <>f Gath, 
thinking that there he would In* 
safe. 
For fear his aged parents, who 
dwelt In Rethlehem, might he perse­ 
cuted by Saul, he conveyed them 
cut of the country and placed them 
In the car»* of the King of Moab at 
Mlspah. Then In* and Ids hand re

hey lurked for a while in the for- 
st of Hareth, then at Kellah, Zlph, 
Muon, Engeill, and again at Mann.

For some 
tlm»*, however, they contented them­ 
selves with minor forays, and with 
giving aid to the outlaw, David, 
Only when they learnt that Saul’s 
mad ways had alienated his chief 
supporters and that the morale of 
his army was weak, did they at­ 
tempt to launch a heavy counter­ 
attack.

marched up the coast highway and 
encamped 
at 
Shunem, 
north 
of 
Mount Gllboa. This method of ap­ 
proach enabled the Philistines to nd- 
vnnce with their chariots over hroad 
plains, where opposition was not so 
easy us in the hills. Saul rallied his 
forces and took up his position on 
the slopes of Mount Gllboa, across 
the valley from Shunem. 
This gave him a decided advan­ 
tage, for from his height he com­ 
manded the whole countryside. Rut 
he was In despair nevertheless, for 
many of the Hebrew captains, to­ 
gether with their regiments, had de­ 
serted him.

David Becomes a King 
T 
HE moment David heard of the 
tragedy on Mount Gllboa, he 
took hlB men and marched quickly 
up to Hebron, the chief city of 
Judah, to have himself made the 
new king. 
It was not difficult for him to 
achieve this. The southern tribes 
had all along been restive under the 
rule of Saul, who had belonged to 
the north, and they had no desire 
now to accept his son as their king. 
They much preferred David, who 
was one of their own. 
So now there were two kingdoms 
In the tiny strip of hill country 
belonging to the Hebrews. The north­ 
ern tribes took a son of Saul named 
Ishboal 
(or Ishhosheth) as their 
monarch, and d**<»lare<l war on the 
s .th. 
The Philistines must have been 
highly satisfied with this state of 
affairs, for they knew that so long 
as the Hebrews were divided they 
were helpless prey. Rut David, too, 
kn»*w this, and lie therefore nt once 
set himself the task of winning over 
the north. It was no easy task, f«»r 
In his overtures he had to be most 
careful not to arouse either the 
Jealousy of the southerners or the 
antagonism of the Philistines. 
Rut David was a man of quite 
extraordinary cleverness, and was 
not unequal to so difficult n situa­ 
tion. It took almost eight years be­ 
fore he attained his end—but attain 
It he did. The hapless young king of 
the north, Ishbaal, was assassinated 
by his own captains, and David b«1- 
came monarch of the whole land. A 
second time he wns anointed in 
Hebron, but this time by the tribes 
of the north as well as the south. 
Of course, the moment David was 
recrowned, he had to reckon anew 
with the Philistines. They had had 
no fear of the young man so long as 
he was Rn outlawed freebooter. 
Finally he himself took the offen- 
. slve and, marching over to the plain 
<*f Kephalm In the central highlands 
where 
the 
Philistines 
were 
en­ 
camped, he Joined battle with them 
and forced them to recoil. A second 
time his little army struck them a 
smashing blow, routing them com­ 
pletely. And then In terrible con­ 
fusion the Philistines fled back to 
their own lands. 
With the Philistine menace ended, 
David now addressed himself to 
making his own throne completely 
saf«*. He realised his first ne«»d was 
a capital, but he knew that no 
stronghold already In his possession 
could well fill the need. 11»* saw that 
If he favored one city he would 
arouse the Jealousy of all the re st; 
If he established his throne within 
the territory of one tribe he would 
Immediately Incur the displeasure of 
nil the others. There was still any­ 
thing but a ft»»*llng of complete un­ 
ion among the Hebrew clans, and 
the antagonism—especially between 
the north and south—seemed ready 
to break out Into open dissension 
on the least provocation. 
In the very midst of the kingdom 
there stood a certain stronghold 
which the Hebrews had never been 
able to take from the natives. Jehus 
It was called, and It stood on a high 
spur of limestone surrounded on 
three sides by sharp gullies. David 
realized he could not possibly cap­ 
ture the fortress by open attack, 
for It commanded every ordinary 
approach. So he set out to discover 
some extraordinary approach, and 
found It in a water tunnel which 
led from a spring down in the gully 
right up Into the very midst of the 
city. 
And through this tunnel he 
led an attack which so surprised 
the Jebusltes that they were ren­ 
dered helpless. 
The stronghold was taken and 
made the capital of Israel. Jerusa­ 
lem It came to be called, and as 
Jerusalem It still stands there—the 
most significant city In the history 
of pur world.
